S a c r a m e n t o , March 18.-Senate. 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock, Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Johnaon in the chair. 
Farley from the Committee on Cor­ 
porations reported, recommending the 
passage of the revised charter of Los 
Angeles, with a few amendments. 
The only irnportantam endm ent made 
by tlie Committee is the one offered 
setting the limit of city indebtedness 
at $400,000, instead of $700,000, as or­ 
iginally proposed. The other amend­ 
ments placed the salary of the Mayor 
of the city at $100 per annum as 
against $1500 in tbe bill, and struck 
out the provision allowing the mem­ 
bers of the City Council, in case of 
resignation or vacancy occuring by 
death or otherwise, to elect to the va­ 
cant place. 
A further amendment provided that 
a vacancy in the City Council should 
be tilled by the election of the people. 
On motion of Bush the bill was 
taken up. 
The amendments of the Committee 
concurred in, the bill then passed and 
ordered transmitted to the Assembly 
immediately. 
Bill of Roach for punishing wife 
whippers. 
The bill making use of free passes 
by the members of the Legislation, 
State and County officers, a felony. 
Tbe Senate bill authorizing the su­ 
pervisors of Sau Bernardino County 
to levy a tax to pay for building the 
Court House. 
The bill raising the salary of the 
District Attorney of San Bernardino 
County. 
The bills relating to medical legisla­ 
tion with the exception of the McCon­ 
nell bill, which is the especial order 
for Monday, were in their turn indefl- 
uately postponed. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
A s s e m b l y .—The Assembly m et at 
10 a . m ., the speaker in t h e c h a ir . 
Murphy, of San Francisco, present­ 
ed tbe report of the committee on Com­ 
merce and Legislation,relative to tbe 
investigation of the sea worthiness of 
steam vessels sailing to and from tbe 
port of San Francisco. 
The report 
was ordered printed. 
The House then indefinitely post­ 
poned the Senate bill, aiding in the 
construction of a ditch to protect the 
grounds of the Stockton Insane Asy­ 
lum from overflow. 
A bill was introduced by Lambourn 
appropriating moneys for the benefit 
of 
various 
agricultural 
societies 
throughout the State. Referred to 
the committee on Agriculture. 
The following bills were passed: 
Bills were introduced by Edgerton 
providing for the punishment of all 
persons who shall sell or give away 
malt, spirituous or intoxicating liq u ­ 
ors without a license. 
By Howe, an act to prevent the 
adulteration and drugging of spiritu­ 
ous or m alt liquors, wine or cider and 
all other articles of drink. 
Tbe Senate then passed Laine’s bill 
concerning the mortgaging of grow­ 
ing crops. 
The consideration of the special or­ 
der was then announced and the floor 
was yielded to Laine for bis argument 
on behalf of the Archer bill. 
Farley then claimed the attention 
of the chair and stated that he desired 
toaddresa the Senate upon the pend­ 
ing bill on Monday morning and ask­ 
ed that the floor be reserved for him 
at that time. 
On motion of Evane It was agreed 
that the final voteon the bill be taken 
on Tuesday. 
At the request of Lindsey the con­ 
sideration of tlie irrigation bills was 
postponed until Monday afternoon. 
Adjourned. 
In the course ot his remarks he took 
up the legal phases of tbe bill, agree­ 
ing with Edgerton th at the bill was 
not unconstitutional and thattbesub- 
ject m atter was susceptible of legisla­ 
tion. 
He fortified bis position by the 
citation of legal authorities upon the 
question of the admissability of legis­ 
lation in this direction. He held that 
It was demanded not only by tbe over­ 
weening exactions and abuses of the 
Central Pacific Railroad company but 
also by the voice of the people. 
He 
then proceeded to an examination of 
the Archer bill, offsetting the state­ 
ments and freight tables of Mr. Stubbs 
by figures and other statistical data. 
He contended that 
the maximum 
rates of the Archer bill were higher 
than those of tbe Pennsylvania, Cen­ 
tral, Erie and Ohio railroads quoting 
from Poor’s railroad manual in proof 
of his stand He recognized the fact that 
the bill needed considerable amend­ 
m ent in order to work equitably and 
with due consideration, but felt as­ 
sured that with certain proposed al­ 
teration it would prove a successful 
specimen of railroad legislation. 


New York News. 


N e w Y o r k , March 20th.—A vessel 
sunk off Barnegate Friday evening. 
It was the brig Frank Clark from St. 
Thomas for New York with a mixed 
cargo. She collided with the schooner 
Adelaide J Alcott, bounn out for Vir­ 
ginia, TheF rank Clark is a total 
loss. Captain Samuel Morton of the 
Clark, his wife and first mate Upson, 
went down in the vessel and were 
drowned. Two adopted children ot 
the Captain were rescued. 
It is rumored Caleb 
Marsh has 
arrived from Montreal at his house. It 
was stated that he had not yet seen 
the minister. Schenck was to arrive 
yesterday on the Abyssinia. He is at 
the Brevort House, and will probably 
leave for W ashington to-morrow or 
Wednesday. 
He says he had a rough 
passage across, the weather being 
tempestuous with strong bead winds. 
He declined to give the substance of 
his defense against tbe accusations 
brought against him in connection 
with the Emma mine, but intim ates 
that he will completely clear.and vin­ 
dicate himself. 
A Herald cable despatch from Brus­ 
sels says; Harmines and Rollins who 
are in prison, charged with forgery 
and disposal of forged American rail­ 
road securities are likely to be libera­ 
ted by ball of $11,000, 
the United 
States authorities having taken no 
hostile action againgt them. 


The excursion to Seven Palm s is 
postponed, owing to the delay in ob­ 
taining a sufficient number of excur­ 
sionists. It was the intention to make 
this a pleasant affair, but the project­ 
or did not intend to involve 
for others, so has abandoned it.

S a c r a m e n t o , March 1 8 . - S e n a t e . 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock, Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Johnson in the chair. 
Farley trom the Committee on Cor­ 
porations reported, recommending the 
passage of the revised charter of Los 
Angeles, with a few amendments. 
The only importantamendment made 
by the Committee is the one offered 
setting the limit of city indebtedness 
at $400,000, instead of $700,000, as or­ 
iginally proposed. 
Tiie other amend­ 
ments placed the salary of the Mayor 
of the cily at $100 per annum as 
against $1500 in the bill, and struck 
out the provision allowing the mem­ 
bers of the City Council, in case of 
resignation or vacancy occuring by 
death or otherwise, to elect to the va­ 
cant place. 
A further amendment provided that 
a vacancy in the City Council should 
be tilled by the election of the people. 
On motion of Bush the bill was 
taken up. 
The amendments of the Committee 
concurred in, the bill then passed and 
ordered transmitted to the Assembly 
immediately. 
Bill of Roach for punishing wife 
whippers. 
The bill making use of free passes 
by the members of the Legislation, 
Htate and County officers, a felony. 
The Senate bill authorizing the su­ 
pervisors of San Bernardino County 
to levy a tax to pay for building the 
Court House. 
The bill raising the salary of the 
District Attorney of San Bernardino 
County. 
The bills relating to medical legisla­ 
tion with the exception of the McCon­ 
nell bill, which is the especial order 
for Monday, were in their turn indefi- 
nately postponed. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
Assembly.—The Assembly m et at 
10 a. m., the speaker in the chair. 
Murphy, of San Francisco, present­ 
ed the report of the committee on Com­ 
merce and Legislation,relative to the 
investigation of the sea worthiness of 
steam vessels sailing to and from the 
port of San Francisco. 
The report 
was ordered printed. 
The House then indefinitely post­ 
poned the Senate bill, aiding in the 
construction of a ditch to protect the 
grounds of the Stockton Insane A sy­ 
lum from overflow. 
A bill was introduced by Lambourn 
appropriating moneys for the benefit 
of 
various 
agricultural 
societies 
throughout the State. 
Referred to 
the com m ittee on Agriculture. 
The following bills were passed: 
Bills were introduced by Edgerton 
providing for the punishment of all 
persons who shall sell or give away 
malt, spirituous or intoxicating liqu­ 
ors without a license. 
By Howe, an act to prevent the 
adulteration and drugging of spiritu­ 
ous or malt liquors, wine or cider and 
all other articles of drink. 
The Senate then passed Laine’s bill 
concerning the mortgaging of grow­ 
ing crops. 
The consideration of the special or­ 
der was then announced and tiie floor 
was yielded to Laine for bis argument 
on behalf of the Archer bill. 
Farley then claimed the attention 
of the chair and stated that he desired 
to address the Senate upon tiie pend­ 
ing bill on Monday morning and ask­ 
ed that the floor be reserved for him 
at that time. 
On motion of Evans It was agreed 
that the final vole on the bill be taken 
on Tuesday. 
At tiie request of Lindsey the con­ 
sideration of the irrigation bills was 
postponed until Monday afternoon. 
Adjourned. 
In tiie course ol his remarks lie took 
Up the legal pitases of tiie bill, agree­ 
ing with Edgerton that the bill waB 
not unconstitutional and thattliesub- 
ject matter was susceptible of legisla­ 
tion. 
He fortified his position by the 
citation of legal authorities upon tlie 
question of the admissability of legis­ 
lation in this direction. 
He held that 
it was demanded not only by the over­ 
weening exactions and abuses of the 
Central Pacific Railroad company but 
also by the voice of the people. 
He 
then proceeded to an examination of 
the Archer bill, offsetting the state­ 
ments and freight tables of Mr. ¡Stubbs 
by figures and other statistical data. 
He contended that 
the maximum 
rates of tiie Archer bill were higher 
than those of the Pennsylvania, C’eu- 
tral, Erie and Ohio railroads quoting 
from Poor’s railroad manual in proof 
of his stand He recognized the fact that 
the bill needed considerable amend­ 
ment in order to work equitably and 
with due consideration, but felt as­ 
sured that with certain proposed al­ 
teration it would prove a successful 
specimen of railroad legislation.

Mexican Grants. 


Aimost since the acquisition by the 
United States of the Territory compri­ 
sing the State of California, the spe­ 
cies of land title known as Mexican 
grants has been in litigation. The 
causes of action relative to 
these 
grants are,'either fraudulent title or 
extension of boundary beyond the 
limit intended in the grant. 
In the 
first instance the entire area claimed 
under the fraudulent title is so much 
of the publjc domain withheld from 
legitimate purchase. In the second 
every acre outside of the num ber of 
leagues named in the gran t claimed 
and held as a part of the grant is pub­ 
lic domain and must in the process of 
time return to its real owner—the 
government. 
All 
understand 
that 
these grants were tie gift or sale of 
certain tracts of land by the Mexican 
government to individuals or compa­ 
nies and that after the purchase of the 
Territory by the United States when 
the genuineness and the validity of a 
grant was proved up in accordance 
with the law, a governm ent patent 


was issued to the owners of the lands 
thus confirming the Mexican 
title. 
The natural inference would be that 
the genuineness of the Mexican title, 
confirmed by the United States, to the 
land would be at once ami forever set­ 
tled. 
But for reasons which we shall 
endeavor to set fortli such is not the 
case. Our government confirms the 
grant of the Mexican government on 
the assumption th at the Mexican deed 
is genuine and that no more acres or 
leagues are sought to be held under 
th at deed or grant than it was the pur­ 
pose of the power m aking it, should 
be held. The United States govern­ 
ment claims the right to correct its 
own errors 
and when it is found 
that a counterfeit 
or 
fraudulent 
grant 
lias 
been 
confirmed 
as 
genuine, 
the 
government 
sets 
aside its patent and reopens the case 
for investigation. 
It then devolves on 
the claimants of the grant to prove 
tlie genuineness of the Mexican ileed 
on which the U nited States patent 
was issued, or failing in this, the land 
reverts to the governm ent and be­ 
comes subject to pre-emption and 
entry by the same process that gov­ 
ernm ent land becomes the property ot 
private individuals. 
A similar course 
is pursued when the evidence is satis­ 
factory that the government patent 
has been issued for more land than 
was conveyed by the Mexican grant. 
The patent is set aside ; the case re­ 
opened and all land not embraced 
within the num ber of leagues named 
in the Mexican gran t reverts to the 
government. 
If these are the premis­ 
es the conclusion is 
inevitable that 
unless the Mexican grant is genuine 
and no more land is claimed than it 
covers, the United States patent docs 
not warrant undisputed title. So long 
as our courts claim and exercise the 
right to correct their own errors and 
continue to reverse or set aside decis­ 
ions when it is found that they were 
based tra an error of judgment or false 
or misunderstood (eviden*ce, the only 
guarantee of sound title to a Mexican 
land grant is iu the genuineness of 
tile tille and the proof that nothing 
is held beyond the limit fixed by the 
deed by virtue of which any part 
thereof is claimed. 
The theory that 
it is better not to disturb these grants 
even though the evidence shows them 
to he held under fraudulent titles, or 
that they have been expanded beyond 
their original limit, is unsound and 
unsafe. To adm it its correctness is to 
admit that possession no matter how 
obtained carries with it the right to re­ 
tain ; that false evidence once accept­ 
ed as true must be forever so accepted; 
that fraud once successful must a l­ 
ways remain successful 
and 
that 
courts have not the right to correct an 
error of judgement. 
In setting ¡isitlt* 
its patents issued under a misappre­ 
hension of the facts the United Slates 
Government emphatically denies the 
correctness of this theory when ap- j 
plied to Mexican land gran ts, and as 
the precedent is now firmly establish­ 
ed it may be assumed that ii will not 
be departed from in the adjustment of 
these grant disputes in future years. 
The genuineness of title and correct­ 
ness of boundary must be definitely 
and finally determined before litega- 
tion concerning 
these grants will 
cease. 
We have m aintained that the 
sooner these points are reacia d the 
better it will be for the people, the 
grant owners and the country. 
U n­ 
less there is evidence of defectiveness 
the title to no grant will be disturbed. 
If such evidence exists the man who 
brings it to light and with it quiets 
the title to a few leagues of land, con­ 
fers a favor on the whole com m unity. 
The man who holds land to which he 
has not acquired a clear title is wrong­ 
ing the people and they who maintain 
his right to hold th e land without 
such title are the aiders and abettors 
of a fraud ou both the government and 
the people. A sound titiecannot be 
disturbed and being sound no evidence 
can or will be brought forward to 
prove it unsound. 
An unsound title 
is a smouldering volcano that all 
know will break forth som eday and 
all hope the day will soon arrive and 
the worst or best be known. 
I f every 
unsound titles could be at once dis­ 
turbed and forever quieted it would be 
worth millions of dollars to our State. 
If this could be done the clouds th at 
now hang over the title to so many 
thousand rich acres would be at once 
and forever dispelled and the people, 
the government and the grant claim ­ 
ants would come by their own.

S a c h m e n t o , March 20.—The Senate 
met at 10 a . m., Lieut. Governor Johu- 
son presiding. 
Lewis, from the Judiciary Commit- 
•tee, recommended the passage of the 
Assembly hill establishing an Appren­ 
tice law; also the bill authorizing the 
Trustees of the town of Colusa to aid 
in the construction of a railroad, a ma­ 
jority of the Committee recommend­ 
ing an indefinite postponement. 
N unan from the Committee on State 
atid County Revpnue, reported upon 
Satterwliite’s bill enabling the county 
of San Bernardino to incur a debt for 
the building of railroads from San 
Bernardino» to San Diego and Los An­ 
geles, recommending th at the hill do 
not pass. 
Hilborn, from the Committee on 
Fisheries, submitted a lengthy report 
upon the hills making changes in the 
law as regards Fish uud Fish Culture. 
The Committee were opposed to any 
alteration in the present law and for 
that reason recommended an indefin­ 
ite postponement of the bills. 
This 
puts an end to the much vexed ques­ 
tion of the size of nets to be used in 
fishing. It was proved before the Com­ 
mittee that the wholesale destruction 
of fish charged to Chinese fishers is 
without foundation. It was prompted 
more more by the hitter contest be­ 
tween the Italians and the Chinese 
fishermen for the control of the fish­ 
ing grounds than by any regard for 
the public interest. 
Laine submitted the result of the 
consideration by the Committee on 
Centennial of the bills appropriating 
money for the representation of Cali­ 
fornia at the Centennial. 
He stated 
while a majority of the committee 
were agreed upon the substitute of the 
Finance 
Committee 
appropriating 
$25,000, he regarded any appropriation 
whatever in this direction as being 
against the spirit of the constitution 
and for that and other reasons should 
oppose the passage of the bill. 
On motion, the whole subject m at­ 
ter was made the special order for 
Wednesday afternoon. 
The general file was then taken up 
and the Senate considered Hatter- 
white’s bill providing for the irriga­ 
tion of Colorado desert, West of Fort 
Yuma. 
The hill was refused engross­ 
ment. 
The Chair then announced the spe­ 
cial order of the discussion of the 
Archer bill. 
Farley yielded the floor to Pierson 
who spoke for several hours, in which 
lie confined his remarks exclusively 
to the legal principles involved, dis­ 
agreeing with Lewis as to the unconsti­ 
tutionality of the bill and holding dif­ 
ferent grounds from Edgerton as to 
the police power exercised by the 
State in the guardianship of public in­ 
terests. H e expatiated upon the doc­ 
trine of vested rights, holding that rail­ 
road corporations had rights which 
the people were bound to respect. The 
legislature might take away the life 
of a corporation, t u t it could uot de­ 
stroy its rights. 
The Potter law of 
Wisconsin was an exemple of legisla­ 
tive justice excited by political frenzy 
and partizan fanaticism. 
The people 
of Wiseonsin passed this law and gave 
a death blow to the greatest public in­ 
terests of that State. 
Two years after when the operation 


■ a 


of the law had been viewed in all its 
directions legislators were returned 
from all parts of the State pledged to 
repeal the obnoxious law. H e claimed 
that there was nothing iu the platform 
of the Democratic party of last year 
which lie would consider as favoring 
any legislation of the character of the 
Archer hill. 
It was an indubitable 
fact th a t at least twelve railroads of a 
short length in this State under Arch­ 
er’s bill could not he managed or oper­ 
ated. 
lie conlil not vote for such a 
bill. 
The principal mover in favor of 
the Archer bill, A. A. Cohen, on being 
asked whether lie had appeared this 
session iu support of Freeman's bill, 
stated 
that he had but that the 
Freeman bill was not a fair nor a ju st 
hill, neither to the people nor to the 
corporations. 
It has been shown be­ 
yond question that the Archer hill 
will reduce the rates to 30 percent, be­ 
low that of the Freeman bill. The 
rates were lower than the Potter hill; 
now we are asked to pass the Archer 
bill which is more unfair than the 
Freem an bill. 
He concluded by stat­ 
ing th at he should vote agaiust the 
Archer hill and for the Commissioner 
hill. 
Hendricks then spoke in support of 
the bill and affirmed that lie should 
vote for it with proper amendments 
The special order was then postponed 
until to-morrow after tlie reading of 
tiie journal. 
McGarvey offered a resolution in­ 
structing tiie Committees and delega­ 
tions to return to the 
Senate all 
hills iu their possession on Thursday 
next, and that all of said bills should 
go to the file. 
Adopted. 
Craig presented a bill compelling the 
registry 
of 
medical 
practitioners 
throughout the State. 
The Assembly m e t a t I I a . m ., t h e 
Speaker in the chair. 
Met onnell, from the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, reported favoaahlyon the Sen­ 
ate bill establishing a State force for 
the detection and arrest of criminals. 
The Senate bill establishing a law 
for hotel keepers; also Pierson’s signa­ 
ture hill, recommending th a t it be in­ 
definitely postponed; also the bill ap ­ 
portioning the expenses incurred in 
the Vnsquez trial between the coun­ 
ties of Monterey and San Benito, re­ 
commending its passage. 
This bill 
was taken up out of order, the rules 
suspended, read a third time and 
passed. 
M urphy’s Transportation Commis­ 
sioner hill was made the special order 
for March 24th. 
McConnell's bill regulating the prac­ 
tice of medicine iu this State after an 
extended debate the ayes and noes 
called ou the engrossment of the bill 
resulting in a vote of 41 ayes and 22 
noes and the bill was ordered en­ 
grossed. 
Abbott moved a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the bill appertain­ 
ing to the expense of the Vasquez trial 
was passed. Tba vote was reconsider­ 
ed and the bill referred to the Judici­ 
ary Committee. 
McCounell moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill m aking use of 
free passes on railroads a felony was 
passed on last Saturday. The recon­ 
sideration prevailed and the bill was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Adjourned.

misery, theu when he becomes a nuis­ 
ance to the community the authori­ 
ties have jurisdiction over him and we 
earnestly request that he be provided 
for, and that the public be protected 
from a sight so disgusting as to turn 
the stoutest stomach, and from Imme­ 
diate and daily contact with a disease 
that may become wide-spread among 
our people.
